ACADEMY  OPENS  WITH  CAPACITY  DISTRIBUTION   OF    GRADUATES    IN 

ENROLLMENT  COLLEGES    OVER    12 -YEAR    PERIOD 


Governor  Dummer  opened  its  181st  year 
with  an  enrollment  of  123  boarding  students 
and  25  day  boys.  Every  available  space  in 
school  was  occupied.  During  the  first  week, 
the  school  was  so  crowded  that  four  boys 
had  to  live  in  the  guest  rooms  in  the  Man- 
sion House,  until  room  could  be  made  for 
them  in  the  dormitories. 

An  unusually  wide  geographical  distri- 
bution brings  boys  from  nearly  every  section 
of  the  country. 

Approximately  two-thirds  of  this  year's 
student  body  live  outside  Massachusetts, 
with  Maine  and  New  York  each  contribut- 
ing 15  boys.  There  are  5  boys  from  New 
Hampshire,  2  from  Rhode  Island,  and  one 
each  from  Connecticut  and  Vermont.  Out- 
side New  England,  Michigan  is  the  home 
state  of  4  boys,  as  is  Pennsylvania,  followed 
by  Ohio  with  3,  while  Alabama,  Kentucky, 
New  Jersey,  Illinois,  California,  Tennessee, 
Oklahoma,  Virginia,  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, Florida,  the  Canal  Zone,  Colombia,  and 
Cuba  are  represented  by  at  least  one  boy 
each. 


SENIORS   MAKE    FINE    RECORD    IN 
COLLEGE     BOARD     EXAMINATIONS 


Last  spring  20  Governor  Dummer  boys 
were  candidates  for  entrance  to  Harvard, 
Yale,  Princeton,  Amherst,  Williams,  Brown, 
and  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 
These  20  boys  took  College  Board  examina- 
tions in  April,  1944.  Of  this  group  every  boy 
passed  the  tests  and  received  a  letter  of  ad- 
mission to  the  college  of  his  choice. 

Many  boys  who  could  not  expect  to  enter 
college  immediately  because  of  military  ser- 
vice were,  nevertheless,  advised  to  secure 
admission  to  college,  so  that  they  would  be 
able  to  enter  college  after  the  war  if  they 
wished. 

Boys  who  were  candidates  for  Dartmouth, 
Bowdoin,  and  many  other  colleges  of  high 
standing  were  not  required  to  take  entrance 
examinations  but  were  accepted  on  the 
basis  of  their  school  records. 


The  list  below  shows  the  number  of  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  graduates  entering  college 
over  a  twelve-year  period  (September,  1931, 
to  September,  1942,  inclusive)  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  these  boys  among  colleges.  Be- 
cause of  the  conditions  resulting  from  the 
war  the  figures  for  the  past  two  years  are 
not  included.

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EXCELLENT  SPEAKERS  ADDRESS 
SCHOOL  DURING  WINTER  TERM 


The  school  has  been  fortunate  in  having 
some  excellent  speakers  at  evening  meetings 
during  the  winter  term. 

Mr.  William  G.  Avirett,  Education  Editor 
of  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune,  spoke  to 
the  boys  in  the  history  and  civics  classes  be- 
fore vespers  on  Sunday,  January  9,  on 
several  phases  of  world  affairs.  His  talk  in- 
cluded a  consideration  of  both  the  domestic 
and  the  foreign  problems  which  are  of 
greatest  interest  to  the  American  public  at 
the  present  time.  At  the  conclusion  of  his 
talk,  he  answered  many  questions. 

Lt.  Fessenden  Wilder,  USNR,  discussed 
the  Navy's  V-5  program  Tuesday,  January 
11.  After  the  meeting,  Lieutenant  Wilder 
answered  questions  from  those  boys  in- 
terested in  the  program. 

Mr.  James  R.  Killian,  Executive  Vice 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  was  the  speaker  Friday,  Janu- 
ary 14.  Mr.  Killian  indicated  some  extreme- 
ly interesting  possibilities  of  the  effects  of 


war-time   scientific    discoveries    and   experi- 
ments on  the  post-war  world. 

On  January  28th,  Mr.  Liu  Liang-mo,  a 
former  morale  officer  in  the  Chinese  army, 
talked  to  the  student  body  on  behalf  of 
United  China  Relief.  He  spoke  briefly  of  the 
great  achievement  of  the  Chinese  students 
in  moving  their  colleges  and  universities  in- 
land for  more  than  two  thousand  miles.  Mr. 
Liu  stressed  particularly  in  his  talk  the 
need  for  a  greater  understanding  and  friend- 
ship between  America  and  Asia.

The  Governor  Dummer  glee  club  reached 
the  climax  of  its  current  season  when  it  gave 
a  combined  concert  with  Dana  Hall  School 
of  Wellesley,  Walnut  Hill  School  of  Natick, 
and  Phillips  Academy  of  Andover  at  Sanders 
Hall,  Harvard  University,  in  Cambridge 
on  Sunday,  May  14.

This  year's  Christmas  Dinner,  traditional- 
ly held  on  the  night  before  the  school  closes 
for  the  Christmas  vacation,  took  place  in 
the  Lang  Gymnasium,  December  15.

The  toastmaster  of  the  evening  was  Mr. 
Philip  Morgan  of  Worcester,  a  member  of 
the  Governor  Dummer  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  speakers  were  the  Reverend  George 
Cadigan  of  Grace  Church,  Salem,  who  was 
a  former  Amherst  football  captain,  and  Bill 
Cunningham,  noted  columnist  and  sports 
writer  of  the  Boston  Herald. 


The  United  States  Army  asked  the  Acade- 
my to  aid  in  manning  the  new  aircraft  recog- 
nition post  which  was  established  on  the 
Byfield  Road  during  the  fall.

In  many  of  the  letters  received  by  Mr. 
Eames  from  Governor  Dummer  alumni  is  a 
reference  to  the  evening  meeting  at  the 
school.  The  writers  say  that  it  is  one  of  their 
more  lasting  memories  of  Governor  Dum- 
mer. To  them  it  is  now  much  more  than  the 
evening  roll  call  and  a  few  announcements 
by  the  masters.  This  may  seem  strange  to 
the  present  undergraduates,  but  let  them 
wait  their  turn  and  they  too  will  probably 
feel  the  same  emotions  as  do  the  older 
graduates. 

They  will  look  back  on  the  evening  roll 
call  and  try  to  hear  Mr.  Navins  as  he  goes 
down  the  list.  They  will  try  to  picture  the 
boys  as  their  names  are  called,  and  they  will 
wonder  where  this  or  that  friend  is  and  what 
he  is  doing. 

Attending  evening  meeting  is  not  just  a 
duty  which  must  be  performed.  It  is  a 
climax  to  the  day's  doings.  It  settles  the 
boys  down  and  prepares  them  for  the  even- 
ing study  hall.  It  gives  the  Headmaster  and 
the  faculty  an  opportunity  to  make  an- 
nouncements. Mr.  Eames  is  always  ready
